To thefe publick Calamities are added 
effential Evils fuffered in our Commerce aud Naviga- 
tion, on which the Nation fo much depends The State 
has been obliged by the Faith of Treaties, by the Sup- 
port due to ‘its Friends and Allies, and for the Defence 
of its own Poileffions, to caufe its Troops¢o march to 
Battle, when God was pleafed to withhold his {pecial 
Favour. This fime Barrier, this Bulwark, acquired 
by the Price of fo much Blood and Treafure, has been 
in a great Meafure taken away from us. The I’ire of 
War has approached the Frontiers of the State, which 
is more than ever in Danger of being involved therein. 
This Fire even threatens the Territories of the Repu- 
blick itfelf, already very grievoully affiiéted by the Di-

Then he 
repeats the Motives for which the Arret of Council of 
the 31ft of December was iffued, and afterwards gocs 
on with bitter Complaints about the frequent Publication 
of Libels, and other fcandalous Writings in the Country, 
againft his moft Chriftian Majefty, his Miniftry and Ge- 
nerals, and his Embaffadors at foreign Courts, notwith- 
ftanding the repeated Reprefentations againft fuch Pra@i- 
ces, upon which their High Mightineffes have not yet 
iven any Satisfaétion. This Letter is drawn up in the 
riheft and moft menacing Terms, and the Generality 
here take more Offence at the Expreffions than the Me- 
naces. However, the Marquis d’Argenfon infinuates in 
the Conclufion of his Letter, that his moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefty is far from being inclined to come to Extremities, 
but that he is neverthelefs refolved to obtain proper Sa- 
tisfaction for fo many injurious Proceedings againft the 








that he perfifts in demanding the Reftitution of the three 
French Eaft-India Ships, without making any Reim- 
burfement whatfoever. We wait with the utmoft Impa- 
tience tor the Mails from London, (the laft Poft we re.

plain, that we have not yet given her an Anfwer to the 
Demand fhe made, in Writing, for a Neutrality. In the 
mean time it has been refolved to fend a Minifter Extra- 
ordinary to the King of Pruffia: The Count ge Ginckel 
and M, Galkoen are prppofed for’ that Purpofe, and the 
Choice is I’kely to falP®n the latter. We flatter our« 
felves we thall be able to prevail on his Pruffian Majefty, 
who has all along difcovered a {trong Inclinat’on to re- 
eftablith Peace in Europe,” tu a&@ in fuch a Manner as 
may determine France to come into pacifick Meafures, 
On the other Hand, we fhall try once more what may 
bedone at the Ruffian Court, as the Emprefs does not

Continuation of the Review of the Affairs of Europe, isc. 

In three Places ct once were thele feveral Dominions 
to be attached: The Armies were inthe Field in the 
Midtt of Winter; the Generals declared their lntenti- 
ons, and the Courts of Vienna and'Drefden w.re deat 
toall Terms of Accoinmodstion. The King of Pruffia, 
in Danger of being overwhlin’d, cali’d upon Heaven 
and Earth for Affittance, while his wealthy Subyeets a- 
bandoned his Capital, which they expeéted would within 
a few Days be in the Hands of the Enemies. But this 
Prince, while he prefied his Allies for their ftipulated 
Succours, was fo far from relying upon them, that he 
did all the Bufinefs with his own Troops, before one of 
thefe Succours had time to arrive. 

Every Body muft remember what we have come to 
the Knowledge of within a,Month or fix Weeks patt : 
How of a fudden he flew'to his Army in Silefia; af- 
fembled it before his Enemies were aware, and marched 
towards the main Body under Prince Charles, not re- 

arding what was done by the leffer Divifions. He de- 
feated alarge Detachment of Saxons, the Prince’s Van- 
guard, which proved equivalent to a general Victory. 








It obliged the Prince to retire towards Bohemia, and 
leave Lufatia to the Conqueror; whofe General, the 
Prince of Anhalt Deffau, entering Saxony and Mifnia at 
the fame time from the Dutchy of Magdeburg, every 
thing fell before them as they advanced to’ meet each o-~ 
ther ‘néar Drefden, the Capital of the whole Saxon E- 
le€torate. Their Approach was fo fpeedy and irrefiftible, 
that his Polifh Majetty, with the greateft Part of his Fa- 
mily, was obliged-to abandon his Dominions, retiring 
himfelf to Prague in bohemia, and his eldeft Sons to the 
Imperial City of Nuremberg. 5 

It was expeted, however, that Prince Charles, whofe 
fartheft Retreat was to Leutomeritz, would have advan- 
ced with the Grots of his Army, and joined the main 
Body of the Saxons under Count Rutowski, time enough 
to have come to a general A@ion. But in this too we 
were difappointed. The Prince of Anhalt teil alone up- 
on the Saxons, tsough h’s Mefter was then within a fhort 
March of him, that he might defeat them before Prince 
Charles came up, who was then within a League and a 
Half, and had only detached a Body of 10,000 Men tu 
join Rutowski. How effeétual this Defeat was, tho? 
not general, we foon heard from the Confequences. 

For the very next Day his Praffian Majetty, with his 
freth Troops, had an Opportunjty to offtr Batile to the 
Prince of Lorrain at the Head of his Auttrians, wio a - 
clined the Offer and retired. The War was now at an 
End, and the Viftor had nothing to do but ro fhew his 
Tendernefs to the young Saxon Princes that were lett be- 
hind at Drefden, his Gaiety and Affability to the Saxon 
Nobility, and his Splendor to all Beholders: Nothing 
elle, except by his Generals to raife fuch Contributions 
as have half ruined Saxony, befides the vaft Arrears thar 
remain to be paid; while his Minifters, under the Me- 
diation of his Britannic Majefty reprefented by Mr. Vil- 
liers, concluded a Treaty of Peace with the Couns of 
Hurra@h and Bulau, the Plenfpotentiaries for that Pur- 
pot from the Emprefs and the King of Poland, whofe 
intlexibil ty was entirely foftened by the Operations of a 
tingle Month. The Treaty concluded, his Proffian 
Majefty returned to his own Capital, and the King of 
Polaud to h’s; the Pruffian Armies, in the mean time, 
retiring daily out of the Dominions of Saxony. 

W hat anotier Summer may produce from this amaz- 
ing Event, is the Subje& of every Man’s Hope, who 
withes to {ve Lome Stop put to the ambitious Projeéts of 
the French Monarch, 

Already it has made a confiderable Change in the Face 
of Affiirs upon the Rhine. Part of the Auftrian Army 
in Boh. mia, with moft of that from the Netherlands, had 
in the Spring repaired thither, in order to fecure the Im- 
perial Eleétion tothe Grand Duke, by prote&ing the 
_Princes that were inclined to vote for him. I need not 
recite their feveral Marches, fince they did nor fight any 
Battle, nor perform any other Aion of Canfequence 
but effecting a Jun&tion which the French, uncer the 
Prince of Conti, laboured to prevent. The Grand Duke’s 
EleGion in confequence of this Jun&tion, aud the Mea- 
{ures taken at the Court of Hanover, have been already 
mentioned. 

But the Ele&ion over, a Part of the Army was imme- 
diately ordered into Bohemia, and even the whole Re- 





snder upon News of,.the firtt Defeat in Lufatia : 
Whereas ~~ Advice.coming of a Peace, that Order is 
countermanded, more, Troops are expected there, and a 
Reinforcement of Auftrians both in Italy and Brabant. 

It is well known, and we have already hinted, how 
much they have been wanted in both thefe Places. In 
Italy, tho’ the King of Sardinia at firft difcover’d himfelf 
the fame accomplith’d General he has al ways appear d; 

et, for want of being well fupported, the Affairsot the 
Houfe of Auftria, as well as his own, have run back- 
ward more than iv all the other Campaigns. The Courts 
of France and Spain having brought over the Genoete 
not only to favour their Caule, but to lend them, 19,000 
of their Troops, Count de Gages and the Infant Don 
Philip found means to join in their Dominions, and from 
thence to penetrate into thofe of h's Sardinian Majefty. 
In thefe they took Tortona, Alexandria, Valewza, Ca- 
fal, and Gther Places.of lefs Confequence; threatening 
at laft tobefiege or bombard Turin itfelf, to tite Securi- 
ty of which his Majefty had lately been obliged:to turn 
his principal Care. 

On the Right Hand. they made themfelves Mafiers of 4 
the Placentia, the Parmefan, and of the Milanefe, and | 
even of Milan itfelf, tho’ the Citadel itill held our. So 
that the young Prince of Spain feems to have carried al- 
moitt.al] his Pretenfions, All this while the Court of 
Vienna made large Promifes, but very finall Perform- 
ances, except in two or three Times. changing their 
Commanders in Chief. It is reported that the King of 
Sardinia fhould fay, upon this Occafion, ‘ that the Au- 
* ftrian Minifters and He feem’d to be at crofs Purpofes ; 
* for when he defired Men, they fent hin only Generals. 
Nothing, in Fa&, could have held this Prince firm to his 
Alliance, but the Dread of a Prince in Lombardy more 
powerful than himfelf. 

However, thro’ the Affiftance of the Britith Fheet, the 
Geno-fe are like to be even greater Sufferers than his 
Majefty. Several of their Ports in the Riviera, and a- 
mong them Genoa itfelf, have been bombarded ; Baftia, 
the Capital of Corfica, has been taken, and the whole 
Ifland is in a fair way of being reduced to his Obe- 
dience.
